S.O. E<191.— 111 exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following further amendment in the Cotton Control Order, 1955, namely: — 

In the said Order, after sub-clause (2) of clause 13, the following sub-clause 
shall be inserted: — 

“(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-clauses (1) and (2), no 
manufacturer shall purchase or otherwise acquire kapas: provided 
that a manufacturer who is the owner o ■ lessee of a cotton ginning 
factory acquired by him by purchase, lease or in any other manner 
under a document registered before the 1st September, 1959 may be 
permitted by the Textile Commissioner, subject to such conditions as 
he may specify, to purchase such quantity of kapas as, considering 
the ginning capacity of such factory, is capable of being ginned at 
that factory.”
